Great Britain had never yet had cause to 
foul asliamod of her army ov lior navy. 
(Hear, hear.) The same that could bo 
said of the army or navy of linghind could 
bo said with equal justice of the volunteer 
force of Canada. (Applause.) Whenever 
their services were called into requisition 
they were quick to respond and always 
showed and always would show British 
pluck, strength and endurance. >So long 
as there is such a thing as war, tho sei- 
vicos of thu army and navy aro liable lo 
be re([uired at any time, lu peace we 
should be iiru|)aieil for war. Defences 
wore hiylily needed in many exposed por- 
tions of tho Dominion.

A STUFFED TOURIST. 

Mr. Cliarle.s Dudley Wanier'.s iiaper 
"Comim-'ulii on Canada," in tho Miircli 
number of Ihtrper's Mmjuzine is thought- 
ful iiud on tho whole apijrecintive. It is 
a pity that so <ruoil an tirticlo should bo 
diatigured by a description of Victoria 
which is in its principal points glaringly 
incorrect. It is quite evident that Mr 
Warner recoivoil his impn'.saidn.s nf Vic 
tor:a and liLs fuels reu'^inlin^' its cuiunicr- 
cial imiioftaiice not tVdUi lii.s nwu utiser 
valiciiKS and resenivli, Imt fn^ni travellini 
coiniianiim;! and aci|iiaii il auccs who make 
it their hii.siii csn to lielitlh) and decry 
Victoria to ovory stranger thoy moot. It 
might, howerer, be expected that Mr. 
Warner would not, like the traditional 
tourist, allow himsolf to bo stuffed by 
persons who for business purposes or for 
mere amusoraeut might toll him stories 
which his natural shrewdness and a little 
eiuiuiry init;ht convince liini were absnrdl) 
faUe. i\lr. Warner repeats tlie ohl 
old story aliont N'ictoria bidiiL' tlio most 
Knijlish port in Canada. There is really 
nothini; distmcl ivel)- fhiudisli in Victoria. 
Whatever |ii'i-nli:iritii!S it has are I'acilie 
coast peculiarities. Wo could point out a 
dozen towns in Canada which are a great 
deal moro English than Victoria. The 
reason why the dotraotors of Victoria de- 
sire to create the impression that it is a 
fearfully English town is to prepare the 
minds of their licnrors for the declanition 
that it is awfnlly slow. To he Kni;lish is 
in their estimation to he .slow, "yon know.'' 
I\Ir. WariH'r's infoiniants carefully con- 
cealed from kill! I he fact thai in this 
town, which is so horribly l'in'.,disli and hi> 
niisorahl}' slow, is done niiie-tcntlis of the 
commercial business of tho Province. Mr. 
'Warner unconsciously divulges the source 
of his information when ho says : "But 
Vancouver has taken away from Victoria 
all its importance as a port." No ono but 
a Vancouver boomer with a cheek of 
brass would have the im|>udence to at- 
tempt to cram such n, statonient as that 
down an unfoi'tunato tourist's throat. And 
our respect for Mr. 'Warner is 
greatly lowered when wo lind 
that. lie swallowed it and without 
hesitation or uni|iiiry .idopted it as his 
own. Mr. Wnrner could li.avo convinced 
.himself in ten minutes that there are no 
grounds whatever for such an assertion. 
If ho had called at tho Custom House or 
taken a glance at tho trade and naviga- 
tion returns, ho would have found that 
his informant ^yas cither densely ignorant, 
or, what is moro likely, wanted him to 
beliuve and to piililish what uas utterly 
and ridicnionsly fal.su. IhjwoiiM have

If he 
had known this, would ho have placed 
among his comments on Camola 
this sontciico: " But Vancotiver 
lias taken away from Victoria all 
its comnierci.d importancu ?" The rev-

foroigii trade is greater than that of Vic- 
toria are Montreal, Toronto, Halifax and 
St. John, all the chief cities of old and 
populous provinces. V^ictoria ranks 
higher than tho cities of QuebflO, . London, 
Hamilton, Ottawa, Windsor "aiid Winni- 
peg, For its population, even counting 
tho Chinese, Victoria does more business 
than any city in tho Dominion of Canada, 
rheao are facta that Mr. Warner could 
easily have found out for himsolf. He 
would, bad ho looked for infornKiti(m in 
luarters known to be reliable, havo seen 
how greatly ho had been imposed upmi 
and how coiiUdoutly his friends liad jire- 
siuuod upon his ignorance and his cred- 
ulity. 

Mr. Warner was grossly misinformed 
as to the population of this oity and the 
rolativo proportions of white people and 

Chineso. Ho says "of tho thirtooii 
thousand population six thousand are 
Uhinese. " Here again wesoeuniniatakablo 
IracoBof the work of the Vancouver atutl'er. 
1 f Mr. Warner had sought infornnit ion from 
tho pri>i)cr sonrco he would have beencon- 
incod that there are very few more than 
wo thousand Chinamen in the oity and tiiat 
its population is nonror fifteen thousand 
than thirteen thousand. We cannot see 
how anyone who took a walk through tlio 
town could have possibly come to the con- 
clusion that nearly ono-httlf the population 
is Chinese. But this is one of tho favor- 
ite exaggerations of tho tradticera of Vic- 
toria who stupidly iniaj^ine that thoy can 
hiiild ni) their own city by tullini,' every 
stranger whom they meet any number of 
lies about a neiL;hl)orini; city. W'e have 
strong reason to beliuvo that Victoria is 
systematically decried by a gang of con- 
spirators whose field of operations is tho 
oity of Vancouver and tho trains of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. Business men 
wlio purpose visiting Victoria are told that 
there is nothing doing in Victoria, that it 
is peopled by none but mossbacks ami 
Chinamen. Everything possible is done 
to make them lieliovo that Vancouver is 
tho business centre of r>ritish Colunibiii 
and that N'icloria is a place eif no iinport- 
,ince whatever. It is no wonder that por- 
soii.s, like Mr. Warner, who have no other 
bnsine.ss than to get information about the 
oiiuntry believe the stories that are so 
confidently told them and so often 
repeated ; and considering it unneces- 
sary to enquire for thoniBfilvos 
repeat what they havo heard as 
tlie uminestionable truth. Hut 
it is diU'erent with men who come to 
tho province to du busines.s. They do not 
swallow all that the very eoiiinunucal ive 
genlrj' on the ro.-id and in the hotels tell 
them. Thoy do what business they can 
in N'aiieouver in a few hour.s and take the 
hi i.at ti> Victoria. When here they find 
to their sin-prise that an attempt had been 
made to duceivo them, that tho business 
of the province is done hero, and that it 
is necessary to remain in this city some 
days instead of h few hours as they ex- 
pected. .And thia would havo been Mr. 
Warner's ex[ierience had In; come hero to 
do business and not merely to gather 
infoniiatiun. 

As the reader sees from the lig- 
urea that wij have prodneeil from 
I bo ollicial records Mr. Warner was grossly 
incorrect in tho estimate which ho was 
led to form of Victoria's commercial im- 
portance. We do not believe, as a country- 
man of his own hinted in yesterday's 
issue, that he was influenced by favor» 
conferred upon him by tho Canadian I'a- 
cilic Railway Company Id niisrepresonb 
Victoria, but we do think that he was 
tho victim of misplaced eonlidenco. Me 
iiatur.illy belieVL-d what the \ ory kind and 
Iilcasant guntleiuen he mot Icdd him abijiif 
Victoria's present po.sitioii and future 
prospects, and without taking the trouble 
to lind out whetlu;r wdiat they .s.iid w.as 
true or not, transferred tho stnteiiients to 
bis note book. It is a pity for his own 
aake that ho was so confiding, for when 
persons see in his comments what they 
know to be ridicuously incorrect, thoy 
will look with distrust upon the other 
parts of his article which may bo accurate 
statements of fact as well as pleasant 
reading.

THE BISnOP OF LINCOLN'S CASE. 

Tho Court by which the Bishop of Lin- 
coln ia being tried is ono of pre-roforina- 
tion origin. When tho Archbishop of 
Canterbury was asked to revive tlie au- 
thority of this Court lie declined to do .so. 
An appe.'il was then made against his re- 
fu.sal to tho .Judicial Conimittoe of the 
Privy Council. Its decisi.iii was that the 
.\relibiHlio|i's jurisdiction to try such a 
case rem.ained perfectly v.i'id and must 
be recognized as part of th,- linv ..f lhi> 
Church and realm. .\o oin; h.is been be 
fore this Cmirt for tw.i hundred ye.ars ot 
so. There si;ems to be a kind of litness 
-a. sort of poetical justice- in trying a 
Bishop charged with reviving practices 
and ceremonies that have become obso- 
loto before u tribunal which has not been in 
operation for two centuries. Tho old in- 
stitutiim, however, scicins sound and in iit 
condition to do its work. 

\S'e lind as we expect eil that, the Iii,-,liop 
of Lincoln is a gond m.iii. i\o ono h.-is 
anything to say a:;iunst his personal ehar 
aeter. "lie i.s justly rovi/reiu'ed, 
London 7V/n/'s says, "by all who 
him or his work as a 
of saintly life and of noblo example 
tho essentials of Ciiristian character 
tho Hishop's goodness and his zoal in i)ur- 
forniing his pustoral duties count foi 
nothing in tho eyes of those who are 
scandalized by his ritualistic praeticos. 
It appears, too, that tliere havo boon do 
cisions in \ courts adverse to every one 
of ihi'se pivictiees. This Ti,n.-H says " the 
points in wdiich his pr.aelieeis alh-gi.d to 
have boon illegal were many, if not all, ol 
them dotorminod before ho becamu a 
Bishop by Courts at least pr'niMt J'ltfif en- 
titled to his respect."

By Col. I'rlor, M.P., Durlni? H!b Tlslt to the 

LHXlo Town of Oananoiiue. 

On tho 10th ult, Mr. I'liylor, M.P.,in- 
vitod aovoral of tlio inoiuburs of parlia 
niotit lit Ottawa to visit Gananoque, a 
BmtiU manufacturing towa on tho St. 
Lawronco, east of Kingston. Among tho 
vuitora was Cel. E. O. Prior, and after 
tho various ninnufaoturing oatablialinioiitB 
worn insjiocted thu piirty hold ii mooting 
in Diiiroriii I lull, i\nd Bovernl of tho vifii- 
tors giivo briuf duacriptiona of tho Domiii- 
ion of \yhich tliuy woro tho reproaonta 
tirea. 

Hon. Mr. Porloy, Messrs. Putnam, 
McDougall and Cargill having made neat 
spoeohoa, Col. Prior was introducud by 
tho ohainniin of tho mooting, Mr. Tayloi- 
Ho heartily agreed with tho others sjiuak 
era in oomplinionting tlio pooplo 
of nananiKpU! on their beautiful 
town anil tho e.\tont of business 
dono tliuro. lie tlion rufurrcd to British 
Columbia, telling his hearors about ita ro- 
Bources, principal industries, etc. The 
coal mining, lumbering and tiahing indus- 
tries were each dwelt upon, and he relat- 
ed somo fish stories tlmt were BCiircely 
cruditud, but ho a.SHurod thoni tlmt ho did 
not L'xagj^'urati.'. ( >no was to the effect 
that ill aiiiiiu jiarta saliiiiiii wore ao thick 
in till' river that it wasiihuost impossible 
to gL't, aliiui^ wit,h a caiuio, and ho said it 
was a 01)111111011 ncciirniiico to . •sou tho ahoroa 
of a river atruwu Willi dead liah, actually 
crowded out Ijy Lliu onunuoua nand>ors in 
tho river. Caimod aalinou is shipped by 
the ship-load ju»t aa in some places grain 
and lumber are sliippud. Of course there 
aro good and liad soasfnia, but as a rule 
tho liasiuess id a proapornus ono. In On- 
tario luoro is hoard of Vaiicouvor tlian of 
Victoria, porlia])3 boc-uwu tho funnor is 
tho toniiinua of tlio C. P.U. Victoria, 
however, is tho city of tho province. It 
is the capital, the seat of Parliament, and 
tho business centre, and has a population 
of 15,000, while Vancouver has only 
ab'.ut half that number. Colonel Prior 
apoke uf a gontloiuan formerly well known 
in thia county, now living in liritish Cnl- 
uuibia, Mr. Tlm.s. ivulo, who, ho .said, was 
a gontiumnn ovory ono rospoctod, and ono 
any place would bo jiroud to 
call a resident. In r>riti.sb Colum- 
bia wages are good, laboring men 
rocoiving .$2.50 per day and Ohinftinoii 
81.50. Oliiiiamon do tho house work in 
Violori.a. .Scrv.int girls aro soarco at Sl'o 
and {•'HO jH-r month. 'I'hoso who go out 
anon got iiiarriod, tin that tho Chiiiamoii 
do all classes of work around a hiniso, 
and act as cooks, chauibor maids, scullery 
hands, tiurscs, attend cattle, etc. Victoria 
is naturally one of the most beautiful 
places in tho world. Tho climato is lino, 
no winter to speak of, and although hot 
in auniiner, the ovonings aro cool. In 
sumo parts of lirilisli CoUiinbia it is cold 
enough, however, and tlioio is plenty of 
8UOW. Tho National I'oliey was not re- 
ceived with nntch favor at lirst, and evon 
now is not lield in high estimation as in 
other parts of tho Dominion. Ho gave 
as a roa.Hou tliat it was and is still cheaper 
and iiioro ronvenieul to got aonio linos of 
goods in tlie Slates, Imt tlioy acooptod the 
Nation,-d I'oliey, liolieving that to lie iliu 
bu.st. policy wliich did llii! greatest amount 
of good t'l) tiio groalost luimbor of pooplo, 
and he was auro tho .National Poliej- did 
that. 

Tho nieotiiig was brought to a cloao by 
votes of thanks to tho spoakera and the 
chttirniaii, after which Col. Prior, who 
has a well Irai.iod voice, was called upon 
for a song, which lie gave in cajiital stylo.

ot BritUlf Oolunjljla <».rao up, tho "solid 
six" wbuia bo found Ifaqdlng shouJdor to 
shouldor to defend- th'f ;fetpft«M ' of tho 

province. Of courso tho first care of each 
morabor must bo oxpocted to bo tho in- 
interests of tho constituents who elected 
him. Then caino tho intoroata of tho 
province, and then tho great dominion as 
a whole. (Applauso). Anything that 
could bo done to inoreaao tho olliciQiioy of 
the militiabf the province would, ho felt 
assured, be done; not only in tho City of 
Vancouver, but throughout tlio longtli and 
breath of tho wholo dominion. He 
hoped that tho prospects of British Co- 
lumbia and of the City of Vancouver 
would over coutinuo bright with promise, 
and resumed his scat amid gonomus ap- 
plauso, 

Mr. Justice Gray met with a ; orfect 
ovation as ho next rose to ackiio .v ledge 
the toasli. ''He carried his hearers back 
with him to the early days when ho tirst 
made thia western province his liome, 
and traced its progress in matter.^ of lug- 
islation as well as growth from that day 
to tho present ; bis peroration, burning 
with eloquence and poetic conco|ilioii, 
receiving tho well merited and tumultuous 
applause of all who had tho honor of lis- 
tening. Forty years ago, tho discovery 
of gold in California unlocked tho golden 
gates of the glorious west, and then lirst 
commenced the emigration from tho east. 
It was about tliis time that ho lirst took 
his seat as a niombor of the pai liainent of 
New liruuswiok. At the same time two 
other young nion wero oleclod mumhors 
of the same parliamout — tlio late 
lamented Chief Justice, Sir William Kicli- 
ards, and Sir Leonard Tilloy. They had 
all been burning to do all they could for 
their proud new country, and each had 
dono his best. The ell'orta that had boon 
nmdo to bring aljout tho Canadian 
confederation, and the grand rt'siilt, 
was referred to in olontieiit language, and 
the present occasion instanced somo of the 
results of that groat moveinoiit. Canada's 
greatness and tho events which lod up to 
it, wore recited, and the boliof e.xpresaeil 
that oven closer conmiunication with the 
Mother land, was coming in the very near 
future. Mr. .histico ( Iray's oi'al ion lasted 
upwards of half an hour and was an ex- 
ample of oloi|ilolioo and imlriolisin seldom 
Li(|uallod. Ho aat down amid a tumult of 
iplilauso. 

lion. John Ilobson, provincial secre- 
tary, reviewed the couree of tho politics 
of the province from 18CG, when ho tirst 
entoretl political life, until tlu^ present 
d.ay. Ho told of llio early days and early 
insLitutioiis of tho province, and ascniied 
much of tlic great oliango acconiplishoil lo 
tho energy and aliilily of tho iiroviiicial 
logialiituro; a body which to-da}-, ho 
thought, would not aullor from compari- 
son with any similar body in tho Domin- 
ion. The legislature of British Coluintua 
had spoken in its acts. i!^o jiait of 
tho Dominion owed inuro to logislation 
than Vancouver, whoso Ljrowth seemed to 
him tu bo .aliiioal iho work of magic. The 
city was a credit to the province, and tho 
province was proud to own il. h'our years 
ago ho could remember losing his way in 
the forest whore now standa the llouriah- 
iiig city of Vanconvor. British Culmubia 
in years past was regarded as somewhat of 
1 drag upon tho iJoiiiinion. Now the 
wholo of Cunada wero iinmd of the mo.sl 
western of tho provinces. TIhmo alimild 
be no feelings of jealnusy bet ween \'ic- 
toria and Vancouvui', or Westminaier and 
Vancouver. Both Westminster ami Vic- 
toria should feel proud of the prosperity 
of Vancouver. Every city in tho pro- 
vince should sink sectional envy, and all 
slioiihl unite to jironiole the welfare of the 
[irovinco. A'ancouver sl.uids, said the 
hon. speaker, with the keys of Asiatic and 
AuHtraliivn commerce in her Inuid; and 
into her lap pours the coinmerco of the 
West. Great Britain, he thought, .should 
be proud of Vancouver, and overy city in 
tho province should aid her in fullilliiig 
her destiny instead of attempting to de- 
stroy tho gale of conimerco. Vancouver 
was entitled to apocilic ropreaenlatioii in 
tho parliament at Ottawa, as well as at 
Victc>ria. She should send ono, two, 
three or four ro{)reaontativua to Victoria, 
ho would not aay how many, antl one or 
two to < )ttawa. The provincial .secretary 
brought his address tu a close by paying a 
warm compliment to Vancouver, and 
praying that her continued success might 
be asaurod. 

".SISTKIt HOAl'.nS 111' Tll.Mii:" 

was propoaod liy Mr. R. H. .Mox.'Mider. 
He hoped to sue a provincial boanl loriiied, 
to hold niootings, annually or .senii-aniiii- 
ally, at which matters of general inlerest 
to tho province could ho thoroughly dis 
cussed. 

Mr. Robert Ward, president of the 

P.ritish Columbia I'oanl of Trade, was 
til'.it called uiiou Lu ack iiowludge t ho toast, 
lio wont back brielly to trace the liiatoiy 
of coinmorcial organizations in the ])ro 
viiice of ih'ilish Columbia. in ISi;;; the 
tirat "cluwnber of coiumcrco" was formed 
in tho city of Victoria, about 40 morchanta, 
only ono of whom now remains, JoiniiiL; 
together at that time to advanco tlu: 
interests of trade and coinmoice. From 
'fjii till tho early TO's came a surioa of do- 
jiressing circumstances in provincial trade, 
and the chamber of commerce in '70, to 
uao a common expresainu, was on its last 
legs. It was resuscitated, however, and 
continued to exert a beneficial influonco 
upon commerce until LS7H, when the 
British Coluinbi i llnaid of Trade was in- 
corporated under an act p.asscd in IST') — 
the Trades Act. 'I'ho liriliah Coluinbia 
board aince its foriiiation had iicon of 
great bouelit to all classes of trade. It 
had given many reports to the provincial 
and Dominion governnioiita, which had 
boon followed and had been proilnc- 
tivo of much goml to iho country, 
and now iinn.hered in all ii]>warils of 10(1 
menihers. In Now WcslininHter a I'mard 
of Trade was no.\t organized and now has 
a membership of 55. It hail accomplished 
much useful work, and had at its head a 
man than whom no belter could bo found 
Mr. .lohn Hendry. The Vancouver 
Hoard was last organized and had now 
Hoinu .oO iiieiiihor.s. The report, Inid not 
yot boon preaoiilod hul it would no doubl 
show that Ihu work of the Hoard was on 
the aame magnitioont scale as their iirince 
ly hospitality. Ho referred to tho com 
moroial prosperity of the i)rovince, ipiot 
ing a few figures to show tho magnilicent 
condition in which trade stood loday. It 
would not do, ho aaid, to be hyiiocritical, 
and the nrilisb Coluinliia lio.ini of Trade, 
of coui-so, did all they could lo advance 
the inlerusia of Victoria, Takim; last year 
for an ex!iiti)i;o, II v.dl i>e found that 85 
por cent, oi duties was paid by Victoria. 
It was reasonable, therefore, to suppose 
that Victoria should expect something 
from tho government. Tho British Col- 
umbia Hoard uf Trade while working for 
Victoria were aluo working for the ivliole 
province. One long folt, want in the 
province was an in.solvoncy law, which he 
hoped soon to soon in operation. He 
thought tho Boards ot Trade should com 
bine to soouro this very necessary mcaa 
uro. 

Mayor Ilendry, on behalf of tho Nn^^ 
Woatminalur boani, also acknowleilged 
the toast in a fmv well chosen words. 
oTiiuu ToAsra. 

Aid. Clarke toasted "Our aistoi' ciliea 
and municipalities," which wore ropro- 
aonteil by Mayor (Irant of Victoria, and 
ISIayor ilondry of Weatminstor. 

Mr. Taylor, manager of tho Bank of 
British Columbia, in a few eloquent words 
eallud for tho health of Hritish Coltnnbia, 
her niamifacturoH, sliipping, railways, 
mines, forests and agriuulturo, 

Hun. F, O. Vernon, chief onmiuissionor 
of Iftuds Mtd works, was first to respond. 



After thanking the Vanoouver Board of 

Trade for their hoapiUlity and all present 
for tho kind manner in which thoy had 
iionorod the toast, he proceeded to speak 
upon tho agricultural resouvcos of the 
I'l-ovnico. Thoir extent or richnosn was 
as yet unknown, except that portion lying 
immediate^ along the line of the 0. P. 
R. The Delta of the Fraser, the one 
Bmall portion of British Columbia farming 
land, whose richness was now best 
known, a few years ago was 
awamp and forest. Now it was 
tho finest farming country in tho world 
and capable of aupportuig alone, a million 
or, more inhabitants. While ao much was 
being said about tho great agricultural re- 
sources of the province, it seemed strange 
to him thAt so little was being dono to de- 
voloi) them. The Spallumohoen and 
Okaiiagon countries when fully opened up 
would bo found to be as rich and fruitful 
as any land on tho continent. A railway 
to that district would have tho effect of 
making it wonderfully desirable for sut- 
tloinent. Another thing that ho wished 
to see tho Dominion Government interest 
themselves in, was a second experimental 
farm on the other side of tho Cascades, 
whore the temperature and soil was very 
much difTerdnt. Ho thought it would bo 
of great utility. 

Col. ISaker, M.P.l"*., responding on bo- 
half pif tlui mining industrios, romarkod 
ho would "get down to bod-rock" at onco. 
Ho could not help thinking that the fu- 
ture of the province depended very much 
on tho development of the mineral re- 
sources. A now era was at h«nd in tho 
development of the mining industry. 
Hitherto tho attention of the prospector 
and uuner had been devoted exclusively 
to placer mining. Notwithstanding the 
fact that tho output in the past had been 
oiiorinous, ho thought that it would bo 
nothing in com))arison with what would 
be turned out in the future. Placer min- 
ing was yet in its infancy, but quartz 
mining was no doubt tho mining of the' 
future. Tho Vancouver smelter was a 
groat boon to minors and a groat lielp to 
iiiiniiig industry, as it provided a ready 
market for ore. Thu jirovince, ho urged, 
should do evei-ything possiblo in tho de- 
velopment of its ininoial wealth — open 
■ rails, roads and bridges for the minors 
111 buforo and proparo tho way for c»pl- 
lal to follow. Tho time was soon com- 
ing, he folt sure, when every gulch and 
mountain would ring with the morry tune 
of the minor's pick — for bore it was that 
the leal ivoallli of British Columbia lay. 

.Mr. R. H. Alexander referring to the 
forests of tho ]iroviuce said that like 
igriciiltund resources, little was known of 
ihoiroxtent. At considerable length ho 
proceeded to tell of their vastnoss and 
their wealth in spruc«f, cedar and fir, 
which were tho wonder of tho world. 

Mr. Seiiilin, M. P. P., thought that tho 
nianufacturing indnatry was tho industry 
of t ho province for the future. Cajiital 
and labor should be induced to come in 
from all ipiartors of tho globe, for with 
her minerals and her forests, British Co- 
luinbia could manufacture anything in the 
world, .'shipbuilding, he thought, would 
liecomo olio of tho greatest of the indus- 
tries of the province, and ho oxi)ected 
aonio day to see liurrard Inlot tho Clyde 
of this continoiit. Tho groat "sea farm," 
tho Hritish Coliinibia tisherios, afforded a 
grander lield than any in the East. All 
that was wanted was fishermen. The 
harvest indeed was ready, but the laborers 
are few. Tho addro.sa given by tho mem- 
ber for Vale was a inastorpioco of oratory, 
and was received with well inorited en- 
thusiasm. 

.Mayor Oranl ]iropoaed (impromptu) tho 
('aiiadi.iii I'aciiic Riiilway, coupled with 
the n.aiiui of Mr. Henry .\libott. 

.Mr. .Mihott made a suitable reply and 
■jnvo some interesting information in 
regard to railway history in Canada, and 
tho C. P. R. and its progress in (larticu- 
lar. 

Mr. I'loiiwell, in a graceful spoooh, 
called for tho health of "Our OucRta." 

Mr. R. P. Ritliot roluriiod thanks 
brielly and in well chosen words.

patented oonaontraturs and ehlorinators, 
so soon as there is a domnnd for thuiu, it 
would bo an easy inattor to arrange for 
their iiiatiufacturo on payment of a roy- 
alty. At present there was no demand, 
but as sooi; as tlun'o ia, the Albion Iron 
Works is jireparcd to moot it. Tho com- 
pany have been adding uiodern and costly 
uiachinery, are employing the 
best workmen and can turn out 
any character of iron work, ex- 
cepting an ironclad or a locomotive. 
To-day tho works arc building engines of
